Revenue Is Lacking.

He 
asked the house which of three meth- 
ods it proposed to adopt in order to 
produce this revenue—a lower tariff to 
increase importations, a duty on ar- 
ticles that are now imported free or 
an increase in internal revenue taxa- 
tion. He said the trend of affairs was 
toward a bond issue, for which he 
would never vote.

THE COURTS AND THE BOYCOTT 


A decision against, boycotting has 


been rendered iy the court ot appeals 
of 
Maryland. 
The 
decision 
is a 


sweeping one. 
-It restrains several 


labor organizations and their agents 
from Interfering in any way -with the 
business of John B. Adt. It restrains 
thorn from hindering or 'attempting, 
directly 
or indirectly, to 
interfere 


with Mr. Adt, his agents and em- 
ployes, and 
also from publishing, 


printing, -writing or circulating- in any 
manner whatever, anything that would 
tend to his discredit in the eyes of 
the public. 


This decision 
adds 
to the large 


number of 
court 
decisions 
which 


have been rendered against boycot- 
ting. It is a noticeable fact thai the 
highest courts in the United States 
at this time are uniformly rendering 
decisions which . are in opposition to 
monopoly In, any shape, whether it is 
monopoly by capital or monopoly by 
labor. 
The" "boycott" is one oi' the 


methods of labor organization intend- 
ed to build up a labor monopoly, just 
as the rebate is -one of. the methods 
of the industrial trust, 'intended to 
build up a monopoly 
in trade. 
The 


courts are not only condemning all 
methods adopted by capital to .create 
monopolies in restraint of trade, but 
they are also condemning, with equal 
force, methods 
employed 
by labor 


unions to build up 
monopolies 
of 


labor. 


This is a consistent position.for the 


courts to,take. Any unfair advantage 
or use of force adopted by capital to 
suppress competition is no more odi- 
ous and injurious than ; any-unfair ad- 
vanta'ge'.'or use'of force on the;.j>art 
•of labor organizations 
to suppress 


conipetition. Both capital 
and labor 


must stand upon the same level In 
this respect, and the courts, in up- 
holding this principle have establish- 
ed a new claim to the respect of the 
American people. Yet Mr. McCall, of 
Massachusetts, 
in 
'his 
argument 


against the railway rate bill in the 
house 
of 
representatives 
declared 


that, unfortunately "there is a dispo- 
sition on the part o£ the courts to 
uphold the 
policy 
of 
the 
party 


that happens 
to 
be 
in. 
power." 


This is a criticism of the courts that 
is unworthy of a member of the' house 
of representatives. 
It implies, that 


the courts are influenced in their de- 
cisions cither by: political considera- 
tions or by the current state o£ pub- 
lic opinion. As a matter ol' fact the 
courts Tiave repeatedly 
shown 
that 


they possess the courage necessary to 
render an unpopular decision. 
The 


recent decisions of the supreme couri 
in the Northern Securities case and 
•the beef trust case cannot be explain- 
ed away by any "such 
statement as 


this, "that there is'a disposition on 
the part of the courts, to uphold the 
policy of the party that happens to 
be in power." 
The 
fact 
that 
the 


courts are as stern in their decisions 
against' the "boycott" and other un- 
lawful practices of labor organization, 
as they are in their decisions direct- 
'ed against railroad 
and 
industria 


monopolies Is a clear proof 
of their 


fairness. .

making the total of cotton yarns and 
finished cotton 
manufactures sent 


from Japan to China in 1S90 $231,UGo, 
and in 1903 $10,120,05-1. 


Meantime the quantity of raw col- 


ton exported from the United States 
to Japan has grown from 793,242 Ibs. 
•in 1S9U to 161,001,219 pounds in 1900, 
the value of the same being in 1893 
$08,423. and In 1900 $12,712,019.

quantity and value in 1903 were some- 
what reduced by reason of the very 
high price of American cottons and 
the fact, that Japan in years of high 
prices .in America turns for a part of 
her cotton supply to "India",' where she 
finds' a shorter staple and therefore, 
lower price.

if Europe have attained: and in part, 
also, to the fact that the people of 
Her largest customer, China, utilize

'actures of cotton cloths for domestic 
ise, .especially in years of high prices 
»f finished goods. This is also true 
jf the cotton exports of India, which 
•n the year ending March 31, 1904, 
Amounted to 34 million 
dollars, of 


.vhich 28% millions went in the form 
jf yarns, largely to China and other 
oriental countries.

SERVED IN THE THIRTEENTH 


Man Who Received. Education and 


Lived Here Until 1871, 


Famous in West. 


N. C. Nash, the veteran editor of 


the Sioux Valley News, and one of 
the best known newspaper men in 
the state of South Dakota, a former 
resident of Rock county, died Febru- 
ary S in .Canton. 
His demise came 


after a long and lingering illness of 
stomach trouble and at a recent meet- 
ing of the' South Dakota Press 'as- 
sociation a' resolution of sympathy 
was adopted' and delivered with .two 
dozen beautiful' roses. 
Proper rec- 


ognition of the token of esteem was 
made in the columns of the News, 
under the dineciion of Mr. Nash's 
son, at the order of. the afflicted man, 


N. C. Nash was born February 15, 


1S43, in-Orleans county, New York, 
and when yet young, he, with the re- 
mainder of the family was taken by 
his parents to Rock county where 
they made their home. It was while 
living here that he received his edu- 
cation, 


Serve in Thirteenth 


While yet a lad o f . seventeen the 


War of the .'Rebellion broke out and 
inspired by'his ardent uatriotism and 
true love of country he enlisted in 
Company A, Thirteenth Wisconsin in- 
fantry. 
Through' tlie war he served 


valiantly and faithfully and did not 
leave the '.army until honorably dis- 
charged in .December, 1805. 
. .The 


Thirteenth participated in .many im- 
portant battles an'd the young soldier 
never shirked a duty or failed to sieze 
an opportunity ,to help 
along 
the 


northern cause and it was by such 
as he that the union was saved. Upon 
doffing his uniform of blue, he return- 
ed to Rock county and resumed farm- 
ing, wliich occupation he pursued un- 
til 1S71, when he migrated westward 
and took up his residence in Lincoln 
county; South Dakota. 
In 1S7C he 


moved 
to •• Canton, the 
• seat 
of 


Lincoln county, and purchased a half 
inccrost in the Sioux Valley'News, lat- 
er assuming enure control. He pub- 
lished the "paper from then until he 
was taken ill for the last time. While 
on furlough during his service in the 
army he was married to Miss Jennie 
Will'iston. 
To them were' born five 


children of which number four are 
living. The four are: George W. Nash, 
slate superintendent of 
public 
In- 


struction o_f. South Dakota; Nina M., 
one of the faculty of the Northern 
Normal school at Aberdeen, S. D.; 
Clara W., wife of Doctor Hetlesater 
of Canton, and Francis -F., for some 
time his partner in the publication 
of the News. 


Very Prominent Man 


N. C. Nash was for -many years 


one of tlie most prominent men in 
South . Dakota. 
He was one of. .the 


pioneer residents of the stale and dur- 
ing his career he filled a number of 
positions of trust' with credit to him- 
self and the people he served. 
He 


was always a man of affairs in the 
town in which he lived, having been 
poslmaster one tefni, 
member 
of 


the board/of education many times, 
and holder of other offices. 
He serv- 


ed as commander of the G.' A. R. de- 
partment of South Dakota, and has 
held the position of grand masler of 
the I. O. 0. F., of-which organization 
he was vory long a member. -For the 
past three years he was a member of 
the soldiers' home board. In politics 
he was always a republican and his 
influence was felt not only in the 
county, but in the state. 
He was 


strongly opposed to the liquor traffic 
and in the early days assisted in the 
ousting -oT saloons from the town of 
Canton, which deeds he always look- 
ed upon with pride.

they were always found loyal to the 
Union soldier, 
and .'the Stars and 


Stripes. "We, learned from experience 
that the rising generation of negroes 
were not, in the main, to be trusted. 
It was those having passed the merid- 
ian life, and having been slaves that 
could be defended upon, or seemed to 
be possessed -o£ the requisite integ- 
rity, and who had some knowledge of 
current events. To these, hundreds 
of our poor 
starved 
prisoners, 
in 


their 
effort to escape, owe their 


lives. 


Passing along: to the close o£ the 


tvar. and to Sherman's march to the 
sea, aud through • the Carolinas, the 
•colored situation assumed formidable 
proportions. 
When Sherman's army 


moved, they moved and many- times 
became an obstruction to the army's 
advance. 
With an estimated march 


of nearly a thousand miles, General 
Sherman necessarily became alarmed 
at the situation. It was enough for 
him to provide sustainence for 
his 


army without assuming.any addition- 
al along that line. \Are were constant- 
ly beieged with these colored people, 
asking the privilege 
of serving us 


as cooRs, and to care for the mess. 
"We had ample 
opportunity to test 


their individual abilities, and to select 
the'best for that particular purpose. 


My little command consisted of an 


average of 25 men, occupying one or 
'more tents, depending wholly on the 
condition of the march and the con- 
stant worry with "Johnnies" in the 
advance. 
I may say, as a matter o£ 


fact, in that memorable, campaign, we 
lodged where we- could, much of the 
time, tent or no tent. 


I desire to relate an incident of the 


March, which will 
remain with me 


through life. 


There 
came 
to us just 
before 


•reaching South T.arolina, an old grey- 
haired colored woman, 
having with 


her a small child, saying it was her 
grandchild.' This old aunty wanted to 
so 'long with us 
"chillun" to'{ the 


great Norf, as she termed it, and she 
desired fo cook for us. I said to her, 
we have- very little to cook, besides 
you are too old to endure the daily 
marches and to suffer certain priva- 
tion. 
I informed her, also, a report 


was current that Sherman was about 
r.o issue an order compelling all col- 
ored people to remain behind. The 
poor old mammy begged-, and cried so 
hard that I replied: "All right, aun- 
ty, 'if you want to try it,, you may do 
so.'" After a, few day-s it was se'en 
she was quite capable, at least suffi- 
siently so far our limited larder. Day 
after day we struggled along, over 
corduroy 
and 
all 
sorts of 'roads 


through the swamps of that wretched 


shown for us all by this clear old neg- 
ro woman. 


We may talk of loyalty to the flag, 


and unspeakable devotion to all that 
it means. 
"We may talk of a tender- 


ness o£ heart for the bearers of the 
Hag, yet aniid it all, the colored peo- 
ple of the South, especially those ad- 
vanced in years, and 
slaves, were certainly 
its fullness. - 


hav'ing "been

In this personal and true sketch 


of Aunty, who had told us often o£ 
her experience as a slave—o£ Jier re- 
lease, 'and the hope of going far away 
to the North, with the child she so 
much loved,' and 
of'our 
separation 


from her forever, there remains sub- 
ject for though and reflection, which 
even time cannot efface. 


The Song 


At the' conclusion of Col. Kimber- 


ley's address Captain Norcross rose 
and said: ' On February Oth, 1SG5, 
when 'Sherman's army entered the 
city of Columbia, South Carolina, two 
union lieutenants, (Byers and Rock- 
well from Iowa), were liberated from 
a confederate prison, and immediate- 
ly went to Sherman's headquarters, 
where they presented the general the 
manuscript of a song, crititle'd" "Sher- 
man's March'to the Sea,"'which'they 
had composed while 
prisoners ' of 


war, ' after! gaining 
information, in- 


some way,'of the march to the sea.1 
Sherman sent a' member of his staff 
with the music to E. "0. Kimberle'y, 
leader of a' celebrated brigade band 
in'Logan's 'corps, 'requesting him to 
sing the song in his presence at the 
earliest opportunity. 
On April Cth 


the army entered Goldsboro, "North 
Carolina. Ejliring the evening of that 
day. Leader Kimberley took his band 
to'Sherman's headquarters, .and after 
playing a few selections, proceeded 
to sln'g for ;the first time 
the 
now 


great song1]of "Sherman's March to 
the Sea." 
Since that time thousands 


have heard him sing the song in -his 
usual masterly manner, from one end 
of the country to the other. A gener- 
ation has passed since that eventful 
time, but-the same ' singer remains, 
with a voice bettered even by the 
flight of time. 
As may 'be seen, it 


will be just 40 years, the coming 
April, since the event named took 
place. The-song-of "Sherman's Marcn 
to the Sea"..is a matter of war-time 
history in condensed form. Col. Kim- 
berley (my assistant adjutant gener- 
al of" the G. A." R.), known to all as 
the "national soldier" singer," partic- 
ipated in Sherman's . march. 
I am 


sure you all know him, and at this 
time will be pleased to hear him sing 
the song. Col. Kimberle'y then sang 
the song in question, responding' tp 
an encore with his own famous "song 
"Wisconsin.'.' 


Horace McElroy 


Captain Norcross'then called upon 


rtorace McElroy to speak on "Patriot- 
ism as Exemplified in the Navy." Mr. 
McElroy began his address by saying 
that he thought, perhaps his subject 
should have been made to read' "Pat- 


country. H was water and mud con- j rjoti'sm as'Exemplified by the: Men of 
""••"11" 
the Sea."' The speaker paid' a touch- 


cling to her ing. tribute to the departed heroes of 


tlve naval 'force' of the United States, 
saying that • never in the- times of 
peace or of war, since the day that 
John Paul Jones refused' to sail und:. 
e'r suctr'a rag,'as he then'considered 
the stars and stripes, had tlie navy 
been found lacking. 
In the'revolu- 


tionary 'war there had been but a 
meagre amount of sea-fighting, but 
few navel men. 
Here the speaker 


made reference to John .Paul Jones, 
calling Mm a renegade Scotchman, 
out for fun and out for graft. At the 
present time when.congress is1 about 
to appropriate ?35,000 to. discover the 
remains of this first American admir- 
al, the remark should be carefully 
considered. 
History, however, sub- 


stantiates Mr. McElroy's 
statement 


when all the glory of the .little man's 
achievements is cleared away. 
Mr. 


McElroy then dwelt upon the ships 
•of the war of 1S12.. The three great 
vessels, the Constitution, the Constel- 
lation 'and 'the 
Chesapeake, 
'were 


smaller than the average battleship, 
but carrying heavier guns and much 
more/effective in battle. 
Particula.r 


tribute was paid to the Constitution, 
"Old 'Ironsides," and the speaker told 
his hearers that he had spent two 
years aboard -this wonderful vessel 
in the sixties; told of its marvelous 
feat In sailing .from Newport to An- 
napolis in'1S«5, distancing'the tugs 
which were to have towed it. .He. told 
of the' M-acedonlan, captured from the 
English '-in the war of 1S12 and cut 
down into a "ja'ckass" frigate. Twice 
in the 'sixties Mr. McElroy had sail- 
ed' 'across the Atlantic in this vessel 
which was just as strong 
then 
as 


•when' launched by the Flemmings, 
,then sailed by the Dutch and later by 
'the English and then under the Amer- 
ican flag. 
One remarkable statement 


was made ip connec'tion with the 
navy during the Civil war. 
During 


that long struggle, which 'divided the 
north and the south, no naval officer 
of any . prominence left the United 
States* flag to serve under the stars 
and bars, despite the fact that many 
of the foremost naval officers of that 
great war were southerners by birth— 
Farragu't from' Kentucky, Drayton of 
South Carolina, Rogers a southerner 
and Porter another 
southoner. 
It 


was the love of country that held 
these men to the flag, a sense of duty. 
These • men 
' put 
away 
everything, 


Family,-home, everything in their loy- 
alty to the government. Mr. McElroy 
then paid tribute to the patrioti/.m 
of' the Spaniards in.Manila bay. They 
were heroes, fighting in a hopeless 
fight in a fleet of badly equipped ves- 


tinually. 


Aunty would always 


child and follow us as best she could 
with bare feet and uncovered .head, 
upon which she carried all she pos- 
sessed of this world's. goods.

night came upon us, or when an. op-' 
portunity came to go into camp, it 
was invariably a guess whether or 
not we could find a spot devoid of

When advised, of our presence, al-

"Here I is, chillun." We would say 
to her, "thought 
you were lost this 


time, Aunty, sure," and she would re- 
ply: "The good Lord tole me whar to 
fin' you." Never thinking of her own 
condition, and that of her child, she 
would immediately, upon finding us, 
begin to pick up kindling 'for a fire to 
prepare our coffee and anything else 
wo might possess. For our own beds 
we found it necessary a great deal of. 
the time to gather limbs from trees to 
place beneath iis-at night as a partial 
protection from water. 
Aunty would 


not mind this, however, and although 
we were not unmindful of her con- 
dition, she and her child would sleep.! 
on the spot where the last work of j 
the. day or night was done, seeming I 
to care little for shelter. 
H mattered 


not how soon wo were to be up. and 
away, in the morning, 
this good old 


soul 
would always see to it that we 


had ample time for breakfast before', 
the order came to "fall in." 


Aunty' was always happy, and her. 


constant desire was to do some act of 
kindness for us. 
But the time was 


fast approaching for us to part with 
her, although in our own minds being 
determined to bring 
her home with 


us, together with her grandchild. She 
had asked us many, many times to 
do this, and would often pray in her 
uncouth, yet tenderly manner, for that 
great day- of bliss and thanksgiving.

'REPLIES TO HEARST. 


Mr. Sullivan Tells of. Episode Which 


Led to Murder Trial. 


Washington, Feb. 15'.—Amid., ap- 


plause from both sides- of the house 
Representative Sullivan of Massachu- 
setts Tuesday answered the veiled 
charge of murder made by Mr. Hearst 
by relating all the circumstances of 
the 'affair. 
Mr. Hearst was not pres- 


ent during the recital of the story, but 
entered the chamber 'in.' time to see 
Mr. Sullian surrounded by ' his col- 
leagues, who had left their seats to 
shake his hand. 


In decided contrast to the first chap- 


ter of the episode when both men liad 
heaped denunciation ' on 
each other, 


Mr. Sullivan's statement was'devoid 
of any further attack on Mr. Hearst. 
He- admitted it to be true that on Nov. 
24, 1885. his father, Eugene J. Sulli- 
van, 
and himself were convicted- of 


manslaughter in tho superior court of 
Middlesex, county, Massachusetts, but 
declared that the most that could ever 
be alleged against him was that he 
was technically guilty of the offense 
charged. 


Mr. Sullivan explained that ' while 


his father was conducting a licensed j 
hotel in Boston he was attacked by a | 
drunken man. He (Sullivan), then 17 
years old. went to the rescue of his ! 
father. The man was knocked down 
and struck his head against the curb- 
stone, became unconscious arid later 
died. His father was sentenced to 
three years'.imprisonment. 


"The, district 
attorney," said Mr. j 


Sullivan, "stated: to the court that he j 
would ask no sentence against me. as 
I was then only 17 years old, without 
any moral guilt, and only technically 
guilty. 
Accordingly the court placed

The bed was made the first week of 
August and'by September 10 it showed 
mushrooms, and by. the 22d I gathered. 
2% quarts with prospect of bearing till 
April or May. - 


._Iu preparing a'mushroom bed it Is 
necessary to select good horse manure, 
fresh, and specially clean droppings If 
possible, free of coarse straw, says.Farm 
End Home. Place the manureoutdoorsin 
a pile, let It stand a day, then turn over 
thoroughly so as to cause fermentation 
to set in. When cooled down,' renew 
operation for a couple of days and it is 
ready for iise. 
When the manure is 


ready, spread about four inches deep in 
the .bottom of box. Pat it down quite 
hard, then spread over 1% inches good 
loam a!nd pat it down evenly. Then add 
on top six inches of your compost and 
loam mixed together, and be sure to. 
press it down good, and for last layer 
about three inches of the manure. 


Let bed stand for a couple of days so 


that it will generate an even heat 
through the loam. Now it is ready.for 
planting.. Secure good English mush- 
room spawn, w'hich comes in com- 
pressed bricks. Cut the spawn in two- 
Inch squares with a hatchet and be care- 
ful to save all small particles. .Make 
openings in the bed about '.two inches 
deep and insert the squares of spawn 
eight inches apart. .Spread on the fine 
particles of spawn.1 Cover up carefully 
ind press down as before and your bed 
Is ready.

SLEIGH RUNNERS. 


Hade --from Iron Pipe and Are Ad- 


' justatfle to Buggy or Spring 


Wagon. 


A very good sleigh can be1 made out of 


any buggy or spring wagon. For run- 
ners use iron pipe, 1% inches to 1% 
Inches according to size of axles. The 
pipe should be slightly larger than the 
ivies'. Cut the pipes long enough so

that they will • bend without denting. 
They can be bent by heating and placing 
in a vise. For fastening the runners on 
axles, use a T the same diameter as the 
pipe. Plug ends of runners and screw 
IheTon. . Place a round iron .bar.through| 
the T the same size as the axles, and run' 
babbitt around the iron bar. Take the 
iron out as soon as the babbitt has set, 
The object of the babbitt is to make the 
runners solid and to keep the iron from 
marring the axles. Place the runners o'n 
Che axles, cut a piece of pipe and'slip on 
remaining part of axles. - Have it long 
enough so that when the nut is put on, 
It'.'will bind against it tight. These run- 
aers 'can be made by any blacksmith, 
says the 'Agricultural -Epitomist; and 
ought net to cost over three dollars.
